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P.S.S.C. Physics 


Gordon Bell is fortunate this year to be the only 
Manitoba school that is testing a recently developed 
physics course. The program of studies, developed 
by the Physical Science Study Committee in the 
United States presents not just a conglomeration 
of facts, but an idea of the continuity of man’s 
search to understand the nature of the physical 
world. 

This course is a result of four years work by 
several hundred American school and college phy¬ 
sics teachers. The Physical Science Study Commit¬ 
tee, or P.S.S.C. for short, called together a commit¬ 
tee of leaders in physics and education and with 
the aid of grants from the National Science Founda¬ 
tion, the Ford Foundation and the Alfred P. Sloan 
Foundation, plus many hours of hard work, a satis¬ 
factory physics program was developed. It was 
successfully tested over a three year period by 
more than 37,000 American students in 300 schools. 
Manitoba at present is considering P.S.S.C. physics 
as a replacement for the present grade eleven and 
twelve physics course. 

The P.S.S.C. course consists of four closely re¬ 
lated parts taught over a two year period. The first 



part deals with the fundamental physical notions of 
time, space, and matter. The second deals with light 
and its behavior. Motion, gravitation, momentum, 
and kinetic energy are dealt with under mechanics 
in the third section. Electricity and atomic structure 
make up the fourth part. To insure that maximum 
benefit is obtained from this course, P.S.S.C. has 
made available a laboratory guide manual, related 
films, inexpensive equipment, standardized films, 
and a series of paperback books in the field of 
physics. 

From the students point of view, the course is a 
challenge, involving hitherto unheard-of concepts. 
Yet they find the course quite stimulating and in¬ 
triguing. There is always provision for student par¬ 
ticipation in all sections of the work. 

The equipment used for this purpose is a constant 
source of amusement for the students. It is a rare 
set of equipment that does not contain at least one 
clothespeg, straight pin, or block of wood. However, 
the student emerging from behind the pile of build¬ 
ing blocks is well prepared to meet the great de¬ 
mands of the university physics curriculum.

Many of you who are my regular “customers,” 
and many of you who only occasionally take a 
peek in the Art Room probably wondered at times 
what on earth wallpaper, paste, dirty clay, paint, 
weird masks and a yardstick-swinging Art-teacher 
has to do with the development of the young mind.

another step further. 

Art can also help us to understand our environ¬ 
ment better. Seven pupils in our school made two 
murals this year which won first and second prize 
in the mural contest sponsored by the Manitoba 
Education Week Association. Their task was to 
create a mural on an educational theme. The first 
prize, a mural entitled “Knowledge and What It 
Can Do For Us” and made by Marilyn Kossak, Jack 
St. John, Allan Eastman, Irving Borowske, and Gart 
Patterson, shows us a witchdoctor engaged in a 
ceremonial dance. Two other figures, one being 
burnt on the stake symbolizing superstition and 
the other disease and poverty occupy the left half 
of the mural. Knowledge, symbolized by the Greek 
philosopher breaks through this wall of ignorance. 


Science’s latest development, the atomic energy 
enables us, providing it is applied wisely and re¬ 
sponsibly, to do away with these evils and eventual¬ 
ly cause fatal amalgamation of mankind. If used 
irresponsibly, however, we will blow up our own 
world. 

Our second mural, entitled “The Value of Educa¬ 
tion” shows us masked cavemen, personifying ig¬ 
norance, sitting around a fire, cooking a meal and 
enjoying a low standard of living. Knowledge, ac¬ 
cumulated throughout the centuries, enables us 
to have our present high standard of living. Bigger 
and better crops are symbolized by the large apples 
and healthy green meadows; a large house with 
television and landscaped surroundings complete 
the image. A fine piece of work indeed and con¬ 
gratulations to Janice Sadowick and Felicetta Im- 
brogno! 


Both murals were very well executed with oil 
pastels on masonite panels and according to the 
judging jury, it was a difficult task to decide which 
one should come first. 

Donna Braybrook, Deena Lowe and Anne-Marie 
Kolodie also submitted a mural but, unfortunately, 
did not win a prize. Better luck next year!

First Prize The Statue

The year now numbered 1798. Far away on the 
horizon where the sky caresses the sea, something 
whiter than the scimitar wing of a gull held the light, 
something larger, something fiercer.

First Prize Advice to the Lovelorn’

In my opinion, the most read and most ridiculed 
columns in our daily newspapers are the ‘Advice to the 
Lovelorn’ columns. Very often comedians on tele¬ 
vision and humorists through writing exaggerate 
situations and answers to extremes. People who read 
them, and almost everyone does, also equip about 
their validity. An example of this is found in our own 
school newspaper. “The Chimes” — it has a column 
entitled ‘Edan Wrong’ which contains take-offs on the 
original. Some of these are amusing; others are just 
plain stupid! 

The most argued about aspect of these articles per¬ 
tains to the capability of the adviser. He or she is 
usually a trained social worker. But if the columnist 
concerned is not married, how can she possibly ad¬ 
vise couples with matrimonial troubles? Regardless 
of one’s training, good counselling must also include 
experience, which these people obviously do not have. 
Matrimonial cases are not the only ones which are 
difficult to advise. Teenage problems are also amongst 
those most often discussed. Granted, the writer is 
older and more experienced in some phases of life, but 
times change and teenagers change. Although the 
problem may be general, the prevailing circumstances 
and methods used in solving have altered since the 
days when the columnist was an adolescent. 

I don’t think anyone can answer competently unless 
she is in close touch with this age group and under¬ 


stands teenagers’ feelings and needs. The same prin¬ 
ciple applies to advising elderly people. 

How many people asking for advice take it? Many 
writing to these columns probably find relief in stat¬ 
ing in an unbiased way their problem in writing. This 
may help them to see their position in a different 
light. The answer they receive may also help them 
to look at the problem. Often crank letters are sent 
in and are dealt with accordingly. However it takes 
some time to be able to distinguish such fakes. 

Many of the advisers do not live in the cities or 
towns from where the letters are received. They are 
what it is termed syndicated columnists. As a result, 
they may not be familiar with area prejudices, or 
agencies able to help with further counselling. Here 
again they cannot possibly answer to the best of their 
ability. Furthermore, I doubt whether or not they can 
become sincerely interested in someone whom they 
have never met before, and about whom they know 
nothing with regard to background and personality. 
A letter rarely reveals these details. There may be 
several solutions to one problem, depending upon the 
prevailing conditions. Thus, it is nearly impossible 
to cite a solution well. 

In conclusion, I think that these columns, like so 
many other things, should be taken as the saying 
goes “with a grain of salt.”

This year, Gordon Bell has five outstanding athletes 
who deserve special recognition for their achieve¬ 
ments. These girls have won many championships and 
hold many records in Manitoba and other places for 
their accomplishments in swimming, speedskating, 
and running. The girls are Jill Grant, Wendy Thomp¬ 
son, Doreen McCannel, Karen Hayton, and Janice 
Shebeski. 

Jill Grant, an import from D.M.C.I. has brought 
much pride to G. B. through her swimming accomp¬ 
lishments. She holds many championships and records 
in Manitoba and in Minnesota. In 1962, she won the 
Manitoba Championship freestyle in the 100 yards, 
220 yards, 50 yards, 100 meters, and 1 mile, and also 
holds the championship in the 100 yard backstroke, 
50 yard butterfly, 100 yard butterfly, and 200 yard 
individual medley. Jill is also present holder of twelve 
Manitoba records; in every event except the breast 
stroke. These include seven records in the free style — 
the 100 yard, 200 yard, 220 yard, 1 mile, 100 metre, 
200 metre, and 400 metre; the 100 yard, 100 metre, 
and 200 metre backstroke; the 100 yard butterfly; 
and 200 yard individual medley. On February 9 and 
10 of this year, Jill competed in the Minnesota AAU 
Championships held in Minneapolis. She set two 
records in the 200 yard and 220 yard freestyle and 
also won the 100 yard freestyle and placed second in 
the 100 yard butterfly and 500 yard freestyle. As well 
as these, she holds the Minnesota Championships for 
the 100 and 200 yd. freestyle. On February 16 and 
17, Jill competed in the Pan Am trials held in Mon¬ 
treal. Here she set five of her Manitoba records and 
placed in three finals. 

Wendy Thompson has become one of Manitoba’s 
fastest speedskaters and at present is considered the 
fourth ranking Canadian Woman Speedskater. Every 
year since 1954, she has won the Winnipeg Speed 
Skating Club championship and also has retained, 
for the past eight years, the title of Manitoba Pro¬ 
vincial Speedskating Champion. In 1960, at Red Deer,

Alberta, Wendy won the Canada Junior Champion¬ 
ship and set a record in the 220 yard sprint. Just re¬ 
cently, she became the Canadian Intermediate Cham 
pion at Kitchener, Ontario. She has attended “The 
10,000 Lake International” meets in Minneapolis, and 
also participated in the Manitoba Open International 
Meet where she won a third medal. In 1962, Wendy 
attended the Olympic Style Speedskating meet in Cal¬ 
gary and this year she participated in the Olympic 
Trials in Saskatoon. 

Another of our school’s champions in speedskating 
is Doreen McCannnel who also has become one of 
Manitoba’s fastest speedskaters. In 1960 and 1962 
she was Manitoba’s Juvenile Champion and for the 
past three years has won the Winnipeg Speedskating 
Club Junior Championship. In 1961, Doreen was 
Canadian Champion in her group and held the 
Juvenile 220 yard Canadian Speedskating record. She 
also became Manitoba Speedskating Champion in her 
class and placed first in the Manitoba International 
Speedskating Meet. The Winnipeg Speedskating Club 
also honoured her with the “Most Promising Skater” 
award. Doreen has also many swimming accomplish¬ 
ments to her credit and because of these and her 
skating achievements, she received the “Carl Peder¬ 
son Memorial Trophy,” presented by the Junior 
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Chamber of Commerce, as Manitoba’s outstanding 
junior athlete for 1961. This year, so far, Doreen has 
become the Eastern Regional Olympic Champion. 

Karen Hayton, although only in Grade 10, has 
become one of G. B.’s fastest runners. In Regina last 
year, she ran on a Manitoba’s girls’ relay team which 
placed first and in August was on a relay and was 
also the youngest competitor. In the Western Cana¬ 
dian Age class Championships held in Saskatoon, 
she made an excellent showing, winning a gold medal 
for placing first in the Midget 60 yard and 100 yard 
dash and the 80 metre hurdles. In the Juvenile 220 
yards, she came third, winning a bronze medal, and 
also ran on the Juvenile 440 yard relay which set a 
new record. In the International Track Meet on Jan¬ 
uary 25-26, Karen came second in the 60 yard dash 
and placed fourth in the Women’s Open 60 yard dash. 
She ran on the girls’ hurdle relay which placed second 
in the finals and on the 4 x 1 pursuit which set a Mani¬ 
toba and Canadian record. As well as these, Karen 
was on the medley relay and the Women’s Open 4x1 
relay which defeated the University of British Colum¬ 
bia. 


Lastly, G. B.’s Janice Shebeski is considered the 
fastest runner in Winnipeg schools. In the Provincial 
track meet in 1961, she placed first in the 75 yard 
dash and in 1962 won the 60 yard and 75 yard dash 
and was a member of the Winnipeg Zone 1 relay 
team. Last August she participated in the British 
Empire Game trials on the Manitoba girls’ relay team 
which placed first. In the Western Age Class finals in 
Saskatoon, she ran on the Winnipeg Girls’ Relay 
Team which placed first and in Regina she was a 
member of a Manitoba girls’ relay team which also 
placed first. In the 1962 Indoor track meet, Janice 
was named Athlete of the Night. On the second day 
of the meet, Janice came third in the Women’s Open 
60 yard dash and also ran on the 4x1 pursuit relay, 
the medley relay, and the Women’s Open 4x1 relay, 
all of which she placed first. 

These five girls Gordon Bell can justly be proud of. 
They hold many Manitoba and Canadian champion¬ 
ships and records and their achievements have brought 
a great deal of credit to our school. Congratulations 
girls, and good luck in the future!

Gordon Bell’s girls’ curling rink made a fine showing in the inter-high bonspiel 
held during Lebruary. In the first round of the Winnipeg Zone 1 Playdowns, they 
had a bye. In the second round however, they overpowered D.M.C.I. by a score 
of 12-6 and the following week-end, they defeated Grant Park in an extra end 11-9. 
This victory brought the girls the title of city champs and for this, the Olympic 
Curling Rink awarded each individual a pin and a trophy and presented a larger 
trophy to the school. 

During the next two weeks, the girls were coached by Ian Leithead and graduates 
Russ Cassidy and Barry Underwood to prepare for the Provincial Playdowns. 
Mr. Nazarko acted as chaperon, driving them to and from Carmen, where the 
finals were held on March 2. In the first round they played Steinbach and 
easily defeated them 10-5. In the second round, they met Miami and in a game 
similar to the one they played against Grant Park, they defeated them 11-9 in an 
extra end. The rink thus advanced to the final game against Charleswood to de¬ 
termine the Provincial Champions, but unfortunately they were defeated by a score 
of 14-8.
